centime trying to learn from CARflOCTDRATS any possible 
•amps of information about C ADROIT, iaclnding wan any 
Sower aanaa he night mention* 3) Moat im portan t, aha 
was to try to elicit information from CARBOHUHATB as to 
what eeaaeetloa* C ADROIT had with Allied offices, part- 
icularly with American or French of floes* 
d) Horngri OAGARAKi-2 received 1000 DMB free tha 83D nan.

doable agent* Dpsratloeal oounteb-neaaaros and/or a final decision 
on testsLmating the osss are being held op pending CAGAHAXA 2»s rooefe* 
nitlen by the Vest Berlin authorities as a political refugee. 
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
